Pool vs. Parks Surfaces 
Again at Budget Session

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Greenbelters and Other Neighbors 
Turn Out to Speak on Master Plan

About 450 people crowd¬ 
ed the auditorium of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School on 
June 7 to express or hear 
opinions on the proposed 
master plan for the Langley 
Park, College Park, and 
Greenbelt areas. Some 80 of 
them spoke during a meet¬ 
ing which lasted almost five 
hours. 

The Distinct Council (which is 
the County Council sitting as the 
zoning authority body) held the 
public hearing jointly with the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MN- 
CPPC) which produced the plan 
When approved, the plan will re¬ 
place a 1970 master plan for the 
College Park-Greenbelt area. 

The meeting was conducted by 
County Council Chairman Frank 
P. Casula. Other members of 
the County Council who attended 
were Richard J. Castaldi of the 
council district which includes 
Greenbelt; James Herl, who rep¬ 
resents College Park; Jo Ann T. 
Bell, Anthony Cicoria, Floyd E. 
Wilson, Jr., F, Kirwin Wineland, 
and Hilda R. Pemberton. Among 
other officials present was John 
W. Rhoads, Chairman of the 
County Planning Board. Paul 
Aggarwal, staff director of the 
project, gave a preliminary brief¬ 
ing on the main features of the 
proposed plan. 

City Presentation 

Greenbelt Mayor Gil Weiden¬ 
feld presented the official city 
position on the provisions of the 
plan which affect Greenbelt. In 
reviewing the city’s concerns, he 


first pointed to the “dramatically 
short period of time” allowed for 
public review and comment. He 

Record Open

noted that the plan, which was 
four years in preparation, has 
been available for only 30 days 
and that the schedule provided 
for only another 30 days for its 
review after the hearing. He cal¬ 
led for the record to remain open 
for another 60 days for written 
comment (90 days in all from 
the time of the public hearing). 

Before the evening was over, 
Weidenfeld (and several other 
speakers who requested addi¬ 
tional time for consideration of 
the plan) prevailed on the issue. 
Casula announced that the coun¬ 
cil had decided that the record 
would be left open for 90 days 
after the June 7 hearing. This 
decision was the only action ta¬ 
ken during the hearing by the 
members of the District Council. 

Weidenfeld elaborated on five 
major proposals in the plan 
which are of major concern to 
the city. He said that, despite 
Greenbelt’s worldwide recogni¬ 
tion as a planned community 
and its place on the National 
Register of Historic Places, the 


MNCFPC — the planning agen¬ 
cy now responsible for the plan¬ 
ning of Greenbelt — appears “to 
give minimal recognition and 
little interest to this landmark 
community.” 

He protested the plan’s recom¬ 
mendation to remove the Resi¬ 
dential Planned Community (R- 
PC) zone from the original part 
of the city and to replace it with 
specific (euclidian) zones. He de¬ 
scribed the euclidian zones as 
tools which are “not sensitive 
enough” to guide development of 
a planned community, “We are 
concerned that the original city 
cannot be adequately protected 
from the pressures of in-fill de¬ 
velopment and redevelopment” 
by the euclidian zones. He rec¬ 
ommended that the RPC zoning 
with an appropriate plan be re¬ 
tained or that a new planned 
community zone be adopted 
which will provide the protec¬ 
tion the city needs. 

Other Concerns 
As for other city concerns, 
Weidenfeld emphasized the lack 
of any suggested remedy for 
the design deficiencies of the 
Greenbelt Road/Beltway Plaza 
corridor. Although the defi¬ 
ciencies are pointed out in the 
plan, he noted, no mechanism is 
proposed to deal with the prob¬ 
lems. “The problems identified 
in the plan will never be addres¬

At the Monday, June 6 meet¬ 
ing to adopt the operating bud¬ 
get for the coming year, several 
persons again spoke to council 
on issues relating to capital im¬ 
provements planned under the 
$6 million bond issue. (Full bud¬ 
get s^ry will appear in a future 
'issue.) 

In his introductory remarks 
City Manager James K. Giese 
noted that he would be present¬ 
ing a five-year capital improve¬ 
ments plan at the June 13 city 
council meeting. He also men¬ 
tioned the dozen or so form let¬ 
ters received at the city offices 
from people residing mostly in 
the core of Greenbelt. The letters 
requested council to defer action 
on the indoor pool until decisions 
are made on parkland. Giese ex¬ 
plained that action on specific 
capital improvements are not part 
of the budget adoption process 
and thus neither action on the 
indoor pool, nor deferral, was on 
the agenda. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld added 
an update. He had spoken that 
day with County Executive Par¬ 
ris Glendening concerning the 
county’s efforts on behalf of 
Greenbelt to obtain state aid in 
purchasing all or part of Par¬ 
cels 1 and 2 for parkland. Glen- 
den ing promised to contact the 
Secretary of the Maryland De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources, 
Torey Brown, to obtain an ans¬ 
wer or at least to establish a 
time by which an answer would 
be forthcoming. 

Ruth Kastner, Crescent Road, 
asked whether action would be 
taken on capital projects at the 
June 13 meeting. She was assur¬ 
ed by both Giese and Weidenfeld 
that not only would no action 
be taken at that meeting, but 
that there would be plenty of 
opportunity for the public to 
express its views prior to any 
action by council. Giese’s presen- 
tion, he said, would include staff 
comments on the proposed de¬ 
sign for an indoor pool. 

While acknowledging council’s 
decision last summer to go ahead 
with both parkland purchase and 
pocl cc.ns : ucticn, Weidenfeld 
promised, for himself, that he 
would need to have a definite 
answer from the State and Coun¬ 
ty on Parcels 1 and 2 and rela¬ 
ted matters before going ahead 
with any other major commit¬ 
ment. 

Sheldon Goldberg, vice presi¬ 
dent of the Windsor Green 
Homeowners Association, warned 
council against “buying Parcels 


1 and 2 at any cost . . . (while 
you) defer the indoor pool.” A 
blank check, he challenged, just 
raises the price “The large out¬ 
door pool at Windsor Green has 
attracted many people to buy 
homes in our development,” he 
explained, “Our people are ask¬ 
ing when isithe indoor pool going 
to get done. They are against 
deferral of the indoor pool.” 

“I think we can work together 
~o do it all,” responded Weiden¬ 
feld. “It is time to make a de¬ 
cision,” he added, assuring Gold¬ 
berg that he had related that 
sense of urgency to Glendening. 

Leonie Penney, a Parkland ad¬ 
vocate who has encouraged de¬ 
ferral of the pool, offered what 
she termed a win-win situation. 
Buy the parkland and swim at 
the nearby indoor pool now be¬ 
ing planned north of Beltsville 
at Fairland, 14 minutes bv car 
from her house on Northway. 
We’ll “be able to swim and not 
have to pay high taxes,” she 
said. 

Goldberg was not impressed 
with driving to Fairland through 
slush and ice during the winter 
months. He said it would be a 
good many more than 14 minutes 
from his house. “It will make a 
significant difference to have the 
pool right here,” he insisted. 

Another Windsor Green board 
member, David Lychenheim, went 
a step further. He warned coun¬ 
cil against bending under pres¬ 
sure from the parks special in¬ 
terest group, which seemed to 
be laced with anti-pool people. 
He could produce an equal pres¬ 
sure from those in his neigh¬ 
borhood who are anxious to have 
the indoor pool. He noted for 
council that “Greenbelt East, al¬ 
though new, now has the largest 
(residential) tax base ...” 
Council might begin to hear from 
the 3000 homeowners that up to 
now have been pretty quiet, he 
said. 

Councilmember Antoinette 
M. Bram pointed out to Lychen¬ 
heim the value of resolving city 
problems from a broad, city¬ 
wide perspective. Speaking of 
her colleagues on council, she 
told Lychenheim: “I hope every¬ 
one here would consider all 18,000 
(Greenbelt) citizens, whether 
they vote or not” 

Kastner, the mother of two 
young children, spoke again, 
wondering why people were quib¬ 
bling over the minutes it takes 
to drive to Fairland. What 
takes time and effort, she sug¬ 
gested, is getting into the car. 
She also objected to Goldberg’s 
assertion that the interest of 
large numbers of people could 
raise the price of the parkland. 
Encouraging the parks people to 
exsrt pressure had been “neces¬ 
sary because council didn’t do 
anything,” she said.

Public Hearing to Discuss Changes to Center School 


The Prince Georges County 
Board of Education will hold a 
public hearing regarding the 
proposed renovation of Greenbelt 
Center School. The hearing is 
scheduled for Wednesday, June 
29 at 7:30 p.m, in the Greenbelt 
Center School auditorium. 

The renovation of the 50 year 
old school presents several prob¬ 
lems such as the fact that the 
school is built on several levels, 
the classrooms and playgrounds 
are too small, there are some 
building code violations, and han¬ 
dicapped access is difficult. Be¬ 
cause Of the Art Deco styling 
on the outside front wall, the 
building is listed on both the 
County and National Historic 
Register. There has been some 
indecision about whether just 
that wall or all the walls need 
to be preserved. 

A work session with city coun¬ 
cil brought forth feelings of the 
importance of the school to the 


community as a whole and the 
desirability of having the school 
in the center of the city. The 
option of building a new school 
did mot receive any support. 

The current plan for comple¬ 
tion would be January, 1991, 
September 1 of this year is the 
deadline for the schematic de¬ 
sign from the architect so that 
construction money can be re¬ 
quested. After a year of plan¬ 
ning, 18-24 months of construc¬ 
tion would be required. During 
construction students will have 
to be relocated. 

AH interested parents and 
community members are invited 
to express their opinions regard¬ 
ing the proposed renovation.

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P. G. County to Finance 
Increased Bus Service 

Greenbelt will benefit from 
Metrobus changes funded by 
Prince Georges County that will 
begin during the next fiscal 
year. These changes are intend¬ 
ed to encourage increased bus 
ridership. 

The T routes will be realigned 
and improved. The county 
hopes to attract riders who are 
currently driving alone to the 
Metro stations by reducing th# 
length of the bus routes. Rates 
on the T-16, “The Greenbelt 
Line/' running between Beltway 
Plaza and the New Carrollton 
Metro station have been reduced 
by the Ridership Incentive Pro¬ 
gram. This program, first in¬ 
troduced in November 1987 has 
helped boost ridership on the T 
lines and also the R-ll and R- 
15 (which also serve Greenbelt), 
by reducing fees to fifty cents. 
Parking fees were increased 
from $1. to $1.50. These lines 
formerly were the least used 
route in the county. 

Greenbelters will also find it 
easier to get to Upper Marlboro 
by bus. The county plans to add 
a second route to its Upper 
Marlboro Shuttle Service which 
will leave from the New Carroll¬ 
ton Metro station. At present 
the Upper Marlboro bus oper¬ 
ates from the Addison Road 
Metro station. The routes will 
operate as frequently as every 
60 minutes rather than the cur¬ 
rent every 2 hours. 

The county will revise its 
“Call-A-Bus” service in August 
to include Greenbelt, Laurel, 
Beltsville and other municipali¬ 
ties. 

A county “taxi subsidy” pro¬ 
gram will be implemented in 
January 1989, targeted primar¬ 
ily at the elderly and handicap¬ 
ped. The program will be ini¬ 
tiated as a demonstration pro¬ 
ject available to county residents 
desiring transportation services 
in the “Call-A-Bus” area when 
the “Call-A-Bus" is not operat¬ 
ing or during times of peak de¬ 
mand. 

The Upper Marlboro Shuttle 
“Call-A-Bus” and “taxi subsidy” 
will run Monday through Fri¬ 
day except for county and state 
holidays. The fare will be $1. 
for a one-way trip.

This is to correct numerous fac¬ 
tual errors in a recent letter in 
favor of eliminating the indoor 
pool This article declared the 
pool to be unnecessary because 
of competing nearby indoor 
pools “with!in reasonable dist- 
tance.” 

Currently the two nearest in¬ 
door pools are 10 and 12 miles 
round trip from Greenbelt over 
high speed traffic clogged high¬ 
ways. In the many trips I have 
made to both of these pools I 
have been unable to go and re¬ 
turn and take a to % hour 
swim in less than two hours. The 
planned new pool at Fairland 
will be 11 miles round trip from 
Greenbelt, worse than our pre¬ 
sent situation . A planned pool 
at i,he Prince Georges Commun¬ 
ity College is located even farth¬ 
er, IIV 2 miles round trip. 

Commuting to work is bad 
enough without also having to 
fight traffic in order to have ac¬ 
cess to a little recreation. What 
about the young and many old 
who do not have cars! 

A private pool located in 
Green way has become so crowd¬ 
ed that it is extremely difficult 
to find a spot to swim. The fact 
that people are willing to pay 
such high prices to use this fa¬ 
cility attests to the severe need 
that exists for an indoor pool in 
this immediate area. 

A further incorrect statement 
was made that “Rockville is the 
only area city that has its own 
indoor pool.” Our neighbor plan¬ 
ned city, Columbia, has a beau¬ 
tiful indoor pool in its center. 
One has only to visit there to see 
what an outstanding centerpiece 
this is for their excellent recrea¬ 
tional program. The need for an 
indoor pool here is no less than 
when our ciit/izen!s testified in 
favor of it and voted for it.

The Cost Is the Point 

In a letter to the News Re¬ 
view (June 9) I suggested elim¬ 
inating the indoor pool project 
because of the great expense to 
the taxpayers of Greenbelt, es¬ 
pecially since there are existing 
indoor pools nearby, and more 
planned to be built in the sur¬ 
rounding area. The following 
week, two letters were written 
in support of the indoor pool. 
One writer voiced the opinion

that no one has come up with 
any “real negatives” for the pool 
saying “cost is not one.” 

Cost was the main point of 
my original letter. The indoor 
pool is projected to cost $2,525,- 
000. Yearly maintenance on the 
indoor pool is projected to cost 
$133,000. That means that in 
the next 10 years our city will 
spend a tottal of $3,855,000 on 
the indoor pool, not counting in¬ 
flation and cost overruns. (Ncite: 
the actual price for remodeling 
the outdoor pool was 29 percent 
higher than the projected price.) 
To me, millions of dollars makes 
cost an issue. 

How can a discussion on fi¬ 
gures like these be characterized 
as “spiteful,” “counterproduc¬ 
tive” and “inappropriate?" Why 
is the indoor pool “still an is¬ 
sue?” Because its our tax dol¬ 
lars.

Responsible to Wait 

I would like to respond to the 
letters of Mac Wirick and Doug¬ 
las Sutherland which addressed 
the bond issue priorities. 

Mr. Wirick asks, “Can park¬ 
land divert drugs from reaching 
our children?” As urban crowd¬ 
ing and congestion, caused by 
uncontrolled development, spread 
out into the suburbs, drugs fol¬ 
low, as does crime in general. 
That’s why it’s so important, to 
keep the last of our green space 
from being developed. In fact, 
very recently a Greenbelt police 
officer told me he hoped we’d be 
successful in saving parcels 1 
and 2, because our police force 
is already stretched to its limit. 
He wasn’t looking forward to 
having a whole new subdivision 
to patrol. 

I regret that Mr. Sutherland 
feels we are “alienating” the 
people who favor the indoor 
pool. However, all my commit¬ 
tee was asking for at the May 
26 public hearing was some as¬ 
surance that no more bond mo¬ 
ney will be committed until sub¬ 
stantive progress has been made 
on parcels 1 and 2. If the city 
were to commit itself to another 
major construction project, any 
cost overruns would have to be 
paid for out of parkland money,

believe in preparing for the pos¬ 
sibility that we aren’t able to g€it 
State assistance for parkland. 
Therefore, the responsible thing 
to do is wait, as council is doing, 
until we know how much money 
we have to work with. 

... I’m afraid Mr. Suther¬ 
land is mistaken if he thinks 
that the effort to acquire parcels 
1 and 2 is “moving along well.” 
On the contrary, as yet no con¬ 
crete progress has been made. 
And as long ’as the land is pri¬ 
vately owned, it is in jeopardy. 
The developers could come baflbk 
at any time. 

Understandably, pool advocates 
feel that when they voted for the 
bond issue, they were voting for 
an indoor pool. Likewise, park¬ 
land advocates thought that when 
they vCited for the bond issue, 
they were voting for parkland. 
The conflict we now see is not 
the fault of advocates on either 
side, but rather results from the 
fact that there isn't enough mo¬ 
ney to pay for all the tilings tiiat 
were promised us.

Swimming is second to walking 
as the chosen form of exercise, 
even though pools are net availa¬ 
ble everywhere. It is also the 
most desirable common form of 
exercise known, particularly for 
older folks. 

This should give readers some 
id'E\a. of the indoor pool’s poten¬ 
tial, Hopefully, it will put some 
doubters’ minds to rest and stim¬ 
ulate the thoughts of others who 
may licit have considered the op¬ 
portunities of aquatics as an im¬ 
portant form of exercise, thera¬ 
py, relaxation, and enjoyment.

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Master Plan Draws Citizen Comment

sed, given the controls now av¬ 
ailable," he said. 

As a third 'problem with the 
plan’s recommendations, Weiden¬ 
feld characterized the proposed 
rezoning of the land around the 
Greenbelt Metro station as an 
M-X-T (Mixed Use-Transporta¬ 
tion Oriented) zone as “prema¬ 
ture." He said city officials ques¬ 
tion the appropriateness of the 
M-X-T- zone for a transit stop 
which will not be operational 
for five years. They are partic¬ 
ularly concerned that the M-X-T 
zone is proposed to be designat¬ 
ed without new roads also pro¬ 
posed to service the area. 

Turning to the undeveloped 
remnants of the city’s green belt 
Weidenfeld objected to the plan’s 
recommendation that the tracts 
known as Parcels 1 and 2 should 
be developed at the “Suburban” 
density (2.7 to 3.5 units per ac¬ 
re.) Weidenfeld acknowledged 
that no guarantee exists that 
these parcels will remain unde¬ 
veloped unless the city acquires 
them. However, he urged that 
the plan give some protection to 
these parcels, if development 
should ever occur, by placing 
them in the lowest density rec¬ 
ognized in the plan (Low Sub¬ 
urban—1.6 to 2.6 units per acre) 
and by including them in the 
planned community zoning. 

As his last point, Weidenfeld 
reiterated the city’s strong stand 
against extension and widening 
of Kenilworth Avenue. “We be¬ 
lieve that Kenilworth Avenue, if 
extended as proposed, will be¬ 
come a link to the Intercounnty 
Connector to the north and will 
funnel significant amounts of 
traffic through Greenbelt,” he 
said. Emphasizing that the city 
is already crisscrossed by the 
Beltway, the B-W Parkway, Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue, and Greenbelt 
Road, he said, “We have our own 
traffic problems. We don’t need 
and don’t want Montgomery 
County’s, South Laurel’s and 
Beltsville’s traffic problems ad¬ 
ded to ours." 

Kastner Speaks for CFG 

Ruth Kastner represented both 
the Citizens for Greenbelt and 
the Committee to Save the Green 
Belt ait the hearing. She said 
that CFG strongly opposes the 
proposal to delete the RPC zone 
in central Greenbelt. She disput¬ 
ed the only reason advanced by 
the planning staff for deleting 

this zoning-that it had been 

compromised by piecemeal excep¬ 
tions—by pointing out that the 
present density is almost ex¬ 
actly that planned for in the or¬ 
iginal concept—3.335 units. “I-t 
is clear that, far from being 
compromised, the original Green¬ 
belt plan is still intact from a 
density and planning point of 
view . , . ,” she said. 

In regard to Parcels 1 and 2 
Kastner spoke for CFG and The 
Committee to Save the Green 
Belt. She quoted from a letter 
to the city from Royal Hart, le¬ 
gislative liaison to County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening, 
which said: “We believe . . . 
that the acquisition of those two 
parcels is the most significant 
task ito be accomplished at this 
time.” Kastner pressed for re¬ 
zoning of these tracts to the Op¬ 
en Space (O-S) category “to 
properly reflect the county’s ex¬ 
pressed support for the preser¬ 
vation of the last of Greenbelt’s 
green space.” 

Kastner also expressed CFG’s 
concern about the impact of ex¬ 
tension and widening Kenilworth 
Avenue and the lack of a plan to 
correct the problems identified 


in the Beltway Plaza/Greenbeit 
Road corridor. Kastner also took 
issue with the proposal to use 
Rural Residential (R-R) zoning 
as a ‘conservation category’ for 
all the city park land. . As 

the R-R zone allows up to 2.17 
units per acre, I see no reason 
why parkland should not be zon¬ 
ed in the O-S zone,” she said. 

GHI Position 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Manag¬ 
er Ron Colton expressed strong 
opposition to deletion of the RPC 
zone for the multi-million dollar 
housing cooperative which owns 
the original dwelling units and 
the land surrounding them in 
the original city. He pointed 
out that the design of the cen¬ 
tral city embodies the very con¬ 
cepts that the MNCPPC staff 
say they want to promote: neigh¬ 
borhood activity centers and 
comprehensive design zones to 
promote better housing layouts. 
“Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“when they get done with the 
theory, the plan’s authors pro¬ 
pose a series of rezonings . . . 
which produce effects directly 
opposite to the goals which they 
have espoused.” He noted that 
the plan identifies no housing 
problems within old Greenbelt, 
but that the planners propose to 
rezone it anyway into euclidian 
zones, which they admit in their 
own text have failed to produce 
good design. Colton remarked 
that the master plan gives no 
rationale for this rezoning and 
cites no benefits to be derived 
from it by the community. 

The plan proposes to rezone 
GHI land to the Residential 
Townhouse (R-T) category. Col¬ 
ton said that this rezoning would 
make GHI homes a non-conform¬ 
ing use, severely limiting the 
options which the members 
would have in improving their 
dwelling units or even replac¬ 
ing 'them after accidental dam- 
age. 

Colton proposed that the RPC 
zoning he retained and that the 
MNCPPC staff work with the 
residents and the city govern¬ 
ment to adopt a plan for the 
community within the legal sta¬ 
tutes defining the RPC zone. 

Other Greenbelt Views 

Several Greenbelt residents 
spoke on their own behalf. Le- 
onie Penney objected to the pro¬ 
posed land use of Parcels 1 and 
2 , cavling on the council to keep 
them undeveloped. She suppor¬ 
ted rezoning these tracts to O-S. 
She underscored the importance 
of green space by pointing to the 
popularity of the Lake Park. 

Eunice Coxon cited recent ar¬ 
ticles in the press to support her 
apprehensions about traffic con¬ 
gestion that will result from the 
widening and extension of Ken¬ 
ilworth Avenue. She said she 
supports the position of the city 


of Greenbelt which Weidenfeld 
had presented. 

Larry Seeborg opposed the 
proposed rezoning of a board of 
education school site near Wind¬ 
sor Green from R-R to R55. The 
site is currently used as green 
space and an active recreation 
area and he supported maintain¬ 
ing it at the conservation den¬ 
sity. 

Marsha Barrett said that she 
fully supported the concerns ex¬ 
pressed by Weidenfeld. She 
pointed to the rezoning of much 
of the green space to a higher 
density as a cause for alarm. 
She said the “single-mindedness 
of the changes” seem to be aim¬ 
ed at “maximizing of the value 
of the land around the coming 
Metro station” to increase the 
tax base. “As you increase the 
density you do increase the val¬ 
ue of the land but you do not 
increase the quality of life on 
it,” she said. She challenged the 
council to “rethink” the green 
space concept and the conserva¬ 
tion of single-family homes” and 
t.o “make Prince Georges county 
one of the ten best places to 
live.” 

Many of the speakers got 
caught by the three-minute buz¬ 
zer which signaled the end of 
their allotted time to speak. No 
presentation suffered more from 
this curtailment than that of 
Greenbelter Doug Love. Love 
brought a number of props to 
illustrate his points; these in¬ 
cluded a chest containing “an¬ 
cient ’ books about our legacy,” 
a;s he put it. He attacked the 
proposal to “reclassify our town 
as not planned,” saying that 
that “denies our heritage.” He 
also deplored the plan's road rec¬ 
ommendations and attempted to 
outline some alternative but 
was interrupted by the buzzer 
before he made his plan clear. 

U.S. Park Service 
Bob Hickman, Site Manager of 
the National Park Service’s 
Greenbelt Park and Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, spoke of 
the park’s role in the life of 
the community, where citizens 
“can escape the hurried pace of 
urban life and hike or camp in 
a relatively undeveloped area on¬ 
ly fifteen minutes from Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.” He urged that the 
lowest possible densities be as¬ 
signed to the DiCamillo proper¬ 
ty (an 8-acre enclave in the park 
off Good Luck Road) and the 
Jaeger property (undeveloped 
land adjoining Westchester 
Park). 

Hickman opposed the proposed 
rezoning of the DiCamillo pro¬ 
perty fiom R-R to R-55 because 
of the increased density allowed 
under the latter category. He 
welcomed the proposed down- 
zoning of one of the tracts on 
the Jaeger property from Resi- 
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denitial High Rise to a lower 
mixed use density. He noted that 
a designation of open space or 
single-family home use would 
he still preferable. 

A member of the DiCamillo 
family earlier in the hearing ask¬ 
ed that the site be considered 
for a Comprehensive Design 
Zone designation with an under¬ 
lying Residential-Medium (R-M) 
zone. (The R-M zoning allows 
a mix of residential types, with 
densities from 3.6 to 7.9 units 
per acre and a limited amount of 
convenience-retail space.) 

Westchester Park 

A sizeable bloc of residents of 
Westchester Park appeared car¬ 
rying signs exhorting the coun¬ 
cil to retain the green space and 
to provide more single family 
housing. At least seven speak¬ 
ers urged keeping the density of 
two undeveloped parcels south 
of the Westchester Park apart¬ 
ments to a minimum. Most sup¬ 
ported R-55 zoning but at least 
one recommended O-S. All were 
opposed to the concept of allow¬ 
ing commercial development. 

M-X-T Opposed 

Weidenfeld was not the only 
speaker to express scepticism 
about the blessings of M-X-T 
zoning. Several speakers voiced 
doubts about the benefits of this 
zoning for the College Park sta¬ 
tion as well as for the land sur¬ 
rounding the Greenbelt station. 

College Park Mayor Anne Ow¬ 
ens supported an overlay zone 
to guide development of the area 
around the two Metro stations. 
Another speaker warned that the 
M-X-T zoning allows extremely 
high density and complained 
that the master plan does not ad¬ 
equately explain this zoning. 

Other Municipalities 

College Park officials and res¬ 
idents packed the speakers list. 
The mayor and each council 
member had signed up to speak 
separately, although at the end 
two of the council members yield¬ 
ed their time. One remarked that 
everyone but the janitor had al¬ 
ready spoken. 

Ouicials of Berwyn Heights 
and University P?vrk spoke at the 
beginning of the meeting. Of 
the 67 citizens who signed up 
to speak, the overwhelming ma¬ 
jority listed College Park as an 
address. Many of these, howev¬ 
er, were from smaller political 


units. Among citizens who spoke 
were representatives of civic as¬ 
sociations from Berwyn, Calvert 
Hills, College Lawn, Oakview, 
'White Oak Manor, and West Col¬ 
lege Park. Citizens of Adelphd 
and a few from other areas also 
spoke. 

Of primary concern to resi¬ 
dents of Berwyn Heights and 
from some areas of College Park 
was the master plan’s recom^ 
mendation for rezoning of land 
now occupied by single family 
homes or land adjacent to single 
family homes to commercial us¬ 
es. Perhaps Mary Armstrong of 
College Park said it best when 
she pleaded 'with the council to 
“consider the human element.” 
“You people (shouldn’t) allow 
the developers to move in and 
destroy what we have spent 
years to build up.” she said. Tom 
McGonigle of College Park also 
called it “a fundamental error” 
to put commercial zoning right 
next to single-family homes 
with no buffer.. 

And so it went for the entire 
evening. Aside from a handful 
of landowners or lawyers repre¬ 
senting them, who were asking 
for changes which would en¬ 
hance the value of their proper¬ 
ty, most of the speakers protest¬ 
ed against widening roads (Ad- 
elphi Road, Powder Mill Road, 
Kenilworth Avenue) to invite 
more traffic and development, 
opposed destruction of green 
space, and expressed alarm at 
the encroachment of commercial 
development into single-family 
heme neigborhoods. Fcr these 
speakers there was little comfort 
in the words of Walter Green, an 
attorney, who said he started 
work in College Park in 1927. He 
said, “If changes had been pro¬ 
hibited from that day on . 

I wouldn’t have seen one single 
person here that I have seen 
here tonight. We must have 
changes.”
